Forty Years on the Job as a newspaper edi- 
tor in Southern California, nine years at On- 
tario and 31 years at Riverside. 

In the earlier days Mr. Clarke and his 
brother Arthur did most of the editorial and 
mechanical work on the Ontario paper, but 
found the larger field at Riverside, where they 
have been most successful. Indeed, it is hard 
‘to think of a country newspaper in the state 
that has had as continuously a prosperous and 
in every way successful career as the River- 
side Press. Mr. Clarke is to be heartily con- 
gratulated that his forty years of grinding 
work have left him in splendid physical con- 
dition. Indeed, he says that, he can do a 
long day’s work now with no more fatigue 
* than he could a third of a century ago. But 

| just to keep the editor of the Press from get- 
ting too cocky about his health, and he looks 
bigger and finer today than ever before, the 
Facts man merely wants to remind him that 
he is a married man and has had mighty good 

care all this time. 

In historical vein, Mr. Clarke writes: 

» We did not get the first edition of the On- 
tario Record off ‘the press until in the eve- 
ning, and I recall the fact that as we looked 
over the press in the tedious process of pulling 
the papers off one by one, we could hear the 
coyotes howling outside; they were not far 
away, either. That fact will suggest condi- 
tions at Ontario when this newspaper venture 
was launched. Los Angeles at that time had 
@ population of about 20,000, about two-thirds 
the present population of Riverside. There 
was not a single paved street inthe city and 


between the Plaza and First street. The popu- 
lation of Los Angeles in 1890, after the boom 
of 1886-88 was only 50,360. Riverside was 
founded in 1870 and this city was farther 
along in its development in 1885 than several 
of its neighbors The population was about 
3000 or 3500. In 1890 the population was 
Fi 4683. Riverside shipped only 450 cars of or- 
anges in 1885 and that total shows that the 
great industry of the valley had not, developed 
as yet; the raisin crop was still an important 
one. Pasadena was a fruit colony that had 
just begun to put on city airs. Redlands had 
not been started; and Long Beach only had 
a few hundred population. The growth of 
Southern California in these forty years has 
been marvelous; and no ‘‘booster’’ in 1885 
ventured to predict, the wonderful things that 
have been realized. To paraphrase the words 
of Virgil, I can say, ‘‘All of these things have 
T seen come to pass; and in their realization 

T have had some small part.’’ 
a te eer I confess that I feel a bit lonely when I re- 
Ba call the fact, that I know of but one newspaper 
man still in active service in Southern Cali- 
fornia who was engaged in that field of ac- 
tivity when I started back in 1885.. That man 
is Henry Kuechel of the Anaheim Gazette. He 
has been blind for several years but is still 
doing editorial work on the Gazette; and that 
paper has survived as a weekly, while most of 
the other weeklies of ‘that day have become 
dailies. The Ontario Record is still issued as 
the weekly edition of the Ontario Daily Re- 
‘port; and the Report is the only daily in this

How to Stay Poor 


(Providence (R. I.) News) 

A recent magazine article described, in con- 
vineing detail, the dilemma of the young cou- 
ple who find ‘their expenses precisely equal to 
their income, and keeping step with that in- 
come, month by month, however much it may 
increase. The reason for this difficulty, famil- 
iar enough to most of us, is ‘the pressure of 
cultural standards. In the case under discus- 
sion it is the standards of a college education. 
The same standards may, however, affect plen- 
ty of people who never went, to college, for in 
their natural ambition to give their children 
a better position in life, they try to live up to 
as high an ideal as they can afford. 

And cultural ideals do cost money, whatever 
Thoreau may have thought he proved by ‘turn- 
ing hermit and cultivating his soul in solitude. 
We must live in a good neighborhood, we must 
send our children to a good school, we must 
wear good clothes, we must have enough do- 
mestic help to free our wives- of continuous 
drudgery, we must have adequate medical su- 
pervision for our children and ourselves, we 
must have good and nourishing food, we must 
provide health-giving vacations, we must carry 
life insurance, we must furnish our home com- 
fortably and beautifully. In all these needs 
there is nothing unreasonable, unwise, or ex- 
travagant; very one of them can be amply 
justified in a policy of unostentatious culture. 
Nothing is said of such extras as books, pic- 
tures, theatres, musie, dancing, ‘travel, and so 
forth. This is a humble minimum. And yet, 
try aS we may, it will leave not one dollar’s 
leeway at the end of the month. 

What is the answer? There is none, at 
least no satisfactory answer. From time to 
time we hear of people who rendered desper- 


ate, have abandoned their complex way of liv. - 


ing and found contentment in a country life 
or even in the life of a laborer. But we car 
not help thinking that these cases are usually 
fictitious. You-eannot have your cake and eat 
it; you cannot, nowadays at any rate, live a 
life stripped of material demands and still 
keep abreast with social culture. 

Few of us, however, are likely to turn back, 
once we have set our feet on the road to- 
wards higher things. It may cost money and 
mental anguish, but, we will continue to think 
that self-respect is worth the price. And if 
we are guided by a sound philosophy, in which 
true wealth is other than material prosperity, 
we shall find ourjoy not in being rich but in 
living richly.

Sur Shines Even if Question of 

Rationality 
(Pomona Progress) 

The continent of North America, says a 
scientist, is sinking steadily into the sea. Fur- 
ther, it is sinking at a very rapid rate. 

How rapidiy? Pretty swiftly, as measured 
by geological standards—say about a quarter 
of an inch in five years, 

That may not seem so speedy. But the sci- 
enttist declares that in a thousand centuries or 
so our middle west will be at the bottom of 
a new ocean. There. will be a few islands 
where the Appalachian Mountains now are, 
and the Rockies, of course, will stay dry; but 
it looks as though the rest of the country is 
going wet. 

To be sure, the whole thing is far enough 
off so that none of us need to lose any sleep 
over it. And yet it’s rather a good thing to 
think about, now and then, if one is inclined 
to be too cocky. 

We manage to keep pretty busy in this 
country. We build big buildings and tunnel 
through mountains and harness streams and 
fling railroad tracks across deserts—and it 
never occurs to us that this sort of thing isn’t 
going ‘to last forever. So we go ahead, per- 
suading ourselves that it’s tremendously im- 
portant; and most of us make ourselves work 
so hard that we haven’t any time left to play 
or listen to music or watch the big stars go 
wheeling across | the sky on @ warm summer 
night. 

And then, once in a while, some scientist 
looks up from his test tubes and charts long 
enough to smile and say: 

“You think you are important! Why, the 
earth will keep on spinning for centuries af- 
ter your biggest cities and tallest towers are 
buried beneath the sea. Why, strange fish 
will swim through the pillars of your banks 
and theatres, and seaweed will grow between 
the stones in your streets. You’re just an in- 
cident, ‘that’s all.’’ : 

It may be very true, though it’s disecomfort- 
ing to think about. But, after all, we have a 
reply that the scientist can’t answer. We 
cap say: 

“You're probably right. But meanwhile, 
we’re concerned about what’s happening to 
us here and now, not about what’s going to 
happen a hundred thousand years from now. 


Perhaps this country is going to sink under’ 


the sea; for the present we have life and sun- 
shine and open meadows an golden rivers and 
green leavs in springtim and misty moons on 
August evenings; and these things are quite 
enough. You can worry about the future if 


you want, to. We will enjoy life now, and. 


laugh. Then, later, ey the flood comes, we 
will not care.’’

understand that happiness and love and laugh- 
ter, honestly earned, are am®ng tthe chief of 
the things to be gained here on earth—well, 
we should worry about the scientist’s threats.

sidered serious. 

Plan Improvements 

That 1926 bids fair to wit- 
ness *he accomplishment, of a 
civic improvement program 
even greater than that of 1925, 
just closed, when great strides 
were made, was indicated to- 
day by the announcement of 
City Service Manager Osis 
Roen that plans for éxtensive’ 
paving operations are now go-! 
ing forward and other im- 
provements are being given se~ 
rious consideration. 

More than a quarter. of a 
million dollars was spent in 
paving operations during the 
year just closed, the more im- 
portant specific jobs being the 
paving and curbing of Moun- 
tain and Magnolia avenues at 
a cost of $130,000 and the im- 
provement of Sultana avenue 
at a cost of $52,000. 

The paving of Magnolia ave- 
nue, which is virtually a south- 
erly continuation of Mountain 
avenue, runs from State street 
to the south city limits and ‘the 
city council has been given as- 
surance by the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervisors 
that the pavement of this 
‘thoroughfare is to be contin- 
ued south a distance of two 
and a half miles below the city, 
which will give a direct con- 
nection with the proposed 
highway through Carbon Can- 
yon and thus afford Ontarians 
a@ more direct route to the 
coast. 

The first extensive paving 
operation-contemplated for the 
present year is the permanent 
improvement of Sate street be- 
tween San Antonio and Cen- 
tral avenue; a distanceof about 
two miles. This will not only 
give a direct paved connection 
to the center of the city with 
Magnolia avenue, but will tap 
the rich Monte Vista ranching 
district farther to the west and 
will prove a decided asset, to 
Ontario from a business point 
of view. 

August Kramer, prominent 
Monte Vista, distrigs nursery- 
man, recent] reported to the 
city council that. a large ma- 
jority of the property owners 
along State street and in the 
district to the south are in fa- 
vor of its improvement, It is 
the tentative plan that one- 
third of the cost shall be 
borne by the Union Pacific Co., 
which owns the frontage along 
the north side of the street; 
onethird by the abutting prop- 
erty on ‘the south; and the re- 
maining third by a benefited 
district. The city engineering 
department has been instruct- 
ed by the council to- prepare 
plans’ and specifications for ‘the 
paving of state street. 

A number of other paving 
activities are also reported un- 
der ‘consideration and other 
needed improvements, includ- 
ing the installation of.a more 
adequate ornamental lighting 
system in the business districts 
are contemplated.
